BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COUNCIL OF KING COUNTY:

SECTION 1. Definitions. For the purpose of this Ordinance

the words and phrases used herein, unless the context otherwise
indicates, shall have the following meaniﬁgs:

(a) ARMORED-TRANSFORT AGENCIES provide armed personnel to
convey valuable articles for a fee. |

(b) CONTRACT GUARD OR PATROL AGENCIES includes partnerships,
corporations, joint ventures, as well as individuals who are self-
employed which provide privately employed guards or patrolmen for
a fee.

(c) CONTRACT INVESTIGATIVE AGENCY includes partnerships,
corporations, joint ventures, as well as individuals who are self-
employed which provide private investigative services for a fée,
except individuals investigating bodily injury or property damage
actions under the supervision of a licensed attorney.

(d) CREDIT INVESTIGATION AGENCIES AND CREDIT INVESTIGATORS
are businesses and persons who conduct investigations primarily
to furnish information as to the business and financial standiang
and credit responsibility of personé, firms, or corporations.

(e) DIRECTOR shall mean the Manager of the Licenses and
Support Services D1v151on, Department of Executive Administration
and any of his duly authorized representatives.

(£) IN—HOUSE GUARD FORCES provide private guard services
exclusively in connection with the affairs of the one business
that employs then.

(g) IN-HOUSE INVESTIGATIVE FORCES provide private investi-

gative services exclus1v91v in connection with the affairs of
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the one business that emnlovs them.

(h) PER3OYW shall mean, whercver used in this Nrdinance,
natural persons of either sex, firmg, éngartﬁerships, associa-
tions, corrorations and like entities,'residing in tﬁe State of
Washington, whether acting by themselves, by servant, agent, or
enmployeea.

(1) PRIVATE GUARDS are persons who protect or attenmpt to
protect persons or property from damage, injury, loss, or any
criminal act and includes "guard dogs," "watchmen," "security
officer," "protective agent," "merchant guard,” and "special
officer.”

(j) PRIVATE/MERCHANT PATROLMEN perform the same functions -
as guards, but do so at a number of different locations, access
to which is accomplished by means of travel on nublic propefty.

(k) PRIVATE INVESTIGATORS/DETECTIVES are personnel who
conduct investigations for a contract investigative agency, in--
cluding undercover agents employed by contract agencies, but ex-
cluding in-house investigative force empléyees, credit invest-
iga%ors, insurance investigators and adjusters.

(1) PRIVATE INVESTIGATION includes investigations by a
privately employed nerson(s) forbthe pﬁrpose of obtaining infor-
mation concerning:

(1) Crimes or wrongs, done or threatened;

(2) The identity, habits, conduct, movements, where-
abduts, associations, transaction, credibility, reputation, em-
ployment history, criminal record, or character of.any person(s),
group, or business, for any purpose;

(3) The location of lost 6r stolen property;

(4) The causes and responsibility for fires, libel,
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» whereabouts of missing persons,
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(m) PRIVATE SECURITY includes all privatelv emploved guards,
investigators, detcctives, patrolmen, and any other nersonnel
verforming similar security functions or services.

SECTION 2, Duties 'of the Director. The Director is hereby

authorized and directed to enforce the terms and provisions of
this Ordinance. If it is determined any licensee or registrant
has Viélated or failed to comnly with any provision of this
Ordinance, then the Director shall issue a notice and order
recording such findings, specifying therein the particulars of
any such violation or failure to comnly and thereupon the license
or registration of any such licensee or registrant may be sus-
pended or revoked for a period to be fixed by the Director, in
which event the license or registration shall be surrendsred to

the Director.

SECTICHN 3. Inspections - Right of Entrv.

(a) The Director is hereby authorized to make such inspect-
ioﬁs and ﬁake such action as may be required to enforce the
provisions of this Ordinance.

(b) Whenever necessary to make an insvection to enforce any
of the provisions of this Ordinance, or whenever the Director has
reasonable cause to believe that a licensee is operating in
violation of this Oréinance, the\Director may enter such licensee'
principal or branch office at all reasonable times to insnect
the same or perform any duty imposed on the Director by this Orxd-
inance; provided that (1) if the offices are occupied, the Dir-
ector shall first present proper credentials and demand entry;

and (ii) if the offices are unoccunied, the Director shall first

]
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nalke a reasonable effort to locate the iicensne or other nerson(s)
havineg charga or control of the offices and demand entrv.

(c) iio person shall fail or neglect, after proner demand,
to admit a license insnector, while acting within the scope of
his employment, to the licensee's principal or branch office, or

to interfere with any license inspector while in the performance

his duty.

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SECTION 4. License Reaquired. MNo Contract Investigative

Agency or Contract Guard or Patrol Agency shall furnish private
security services, nor shall they advertise, solicit, nor in any
way promise nor inform anyone that they will perform.such services
in unincorporated King County without receiving from the Director
a license as provided in this Ordinance.

SECTION 5. Exemptions. The provisions of this Ordinance

shall not apply to:

(2) Using a name different from that under which he
is currently licensed on any advertisement, solicitation, or con-
tract for business;

(4) Willfully failing or refusing to render a clieht
services or a report as agreed between the parties and for which
compensation has been paid or tendered in accordance with the
agreement of the parties, if regquired by law;

-{5) Making any false, decepti?e dr nisleading renre-
sentations to memnbers of the pubiic concerning the qualifications
of emplovees and agents of the licensee, the nature or extent of
the services provided by the licensee; or the cost to members of
the public of services by the licensce;

SECTION 32. Issuance of Recgistration. Upon completion of

registration the Director shall issue to the registered emplovee
a registration card, which shall be carried on his person at allk
times. The exhibition of this card to the licensee shall be
considered prima facie evidence that the person is registered by
Xing County, under the licensee's license number.
